New Orleans, November 1.—Adopting 
President Taft's suggestion that the 
time for oratory was past, the Lakes- 
to-the-Gulf Deep Waterways conven- 
tion to the accompaniment of cheers 
late this evening decided to send five 
hundred lobbyists to Washington to 
demand. that congress deepen the Mis- 
sissippi river. 

The action of the convention follow- 
ed a day of oratory. But when the cli- 
max came it came quickly and all 
doubt as to the temper of the delegates 
was dispelled. 

Charles Scott, of Mississippi, chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions, 
had just completed the reading of his 
report and perfunctory applause was 
dying away when former Governor Da- 
Vid Francis, of Missouri, secured rec- 
ognition from the chair. 

Resolution of Francis.

wondering what tomorrow will bring 
forth for “bloody Breathitt.” 
Republican Judge Talks, 

Circuit Judge J. P. Adams, the in- 
cumbent and republican candidate for 
reelection, who made the request on 
Governor Willson for militia, said to- 
nignt: 

“In requesting troops ofthe govern- 
or I was heeding the earnest appeals 
of the good’ people to take immediate 
action te prevent a conflict and loss 
of life. A number of men, led by Ed 
Callahan and heavily armed with Win- 
chester rifles, were located in the up- 
per story of the old Hargis building 
and were issuing threats of death 
against many citizens when I sent the 
message to the governor for troops. 

“I have no doubt that the presence 
of the troops prevented serious trouble 
and perhaps saved many lives. I 
don’t know what effect the presence 
uf the troops will have on the result 
of the election.

There is little interest, from a distinctly national standpoint, in the 
various elections to be held today in the states of the north and east. 

Of the three states which are to elect governors, it is naturally expect- 
ed that Virginia will choose a democratic and Massachusetts and Rhode Is-{ 
land republican executives. ‘ . 

Of course, the vote in the two New England states will be closely 
watched with a view to determining, if possible, how far it is affected by 
recent tariff legislation, and that will be about the extent of the national in- 
terest in the results. 

Still in a state election with questions wholly dissociatedfrom national 
politics, and in an off year, it will be difficult to draw any conclusions of 
value bearing upon that pdint.

The public comfort committee of Au- 
tomobile Week in Atlanta will estab- 
lish a down-town office in the local 
office of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad, at the corner of 
Peachtree and Poplar streets.

PLEAD IN VAIN 


Begged Governor to Save 
Elliott’s Life. 


Governor Brown Told Them 
That He Was Powerless to 
Save the Man From the Gal- 
lows---Governor Was Deeply 
Moved by the Appeal. 


Governor Brown spent yesterday 
the most distressing day since his in- 
auguration as chief exgcutive. A last 
tearful appeal was made by the mother 
and wife of Dr. “Jud” W. Elliott, of 
LaGrange, for a commutation of his 
death sentence which is to be executed 
on Friday. 

Elliott has been condemned to death 
for murder. His case has been before 
the prison commission, who unani- 
mously declined to interfere with the 
judgment of the courts. A lunacy com- 
mission was finally impanelled to try 
his sanity. They reported that he was 
now perfectly sane. The respite which 
Governor Brown granted expires on 
Friday, November 6th. On that day 
Elliott must pay the penalty fixed by 
the law for the crime of murder. 

When every recourse opened to them 
had been exhausted, the relatives of 
the cogdemned murderer finally appeal- 
ed to the governor. They bnew that 
in this fateful hour he was clothed 
with the power of life and death. They 
made a tearful and heartstricken ap- 
peal to him to intervene and save the 
son and husband from the explation 
which the law demands. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. lL. P. Elliott, 
the mother of the condemned murderer, 
called, in company with Mrs. M. I. 
Harden, a relative, and besought the 
commute the sentence to 
imprisonment for life. She promised 
that if this- were done she would never 
ask for a pardon. As gently as possi- 
ble the governor, after listening to her 
story, told her he was powerless‘to act. 
The records of the murder case con- 
tains testimony from Mrs. Elliott tell- 
ing a horrible story of the parental 
influence which marred her son's body 
and character from his birth. 

But almost rivalling in intensity the 
grief and despair of the mother was| 
the plea ‘of the wife of the condemned! 
man, who called with his six-months-' 
old babe in her ams to plead with the, 
governor to save the murderer whom 
the law's ‘sentence would put forever 
beyond the power of good or. evil. 

For a full hour she poured forth her 
plea, but the governor remained firm, 
and assured her he could not in oon- 
science overturn the verdict of court, 
prison commission and lunacy board. 
Very gently he led her out of the office 
and with a heavy heart she left the 
capitol.

Commutations Granted. 

The prison commission yesterday rec- 
ommended the commutation of the sen- 
tence of Dave Williams, of Spalding 
county, who was given twenty-four 
months for two misdemeanors. He has 
served fourteen months of the time. 
The trial judge now recommends that 
the remainder of the sentence be com- 
muted to a fine of $75. The governor 
approved the recommendation of the 
commission. 

The commission also recommended 
that the term of Alice Williams, who 
has served part of a term at the prison 
farm, be commuted to present term of/ 
service. She has been sick and is un 
able to work. The governor approved 
the award.

hee a VERY DULL DAY 
’ IN THE STOCK MARKET 
Day Before | 
Ca 


New York, November 1.—Operatfons 
in stocks today were of an exceedingly 
desultory character and interest in the 
market was very languid. The one 
day of business intervening before the 
election day holiday had a deterrent 
effect on the traders and there was 
no participation in the market. The 
observance of the All Saints’ holiday in 
London and Paris today also subtract- 
ed materially from the volume of the 
day’s business and deprived the market 
of an index of sentiment on the inter- 
national money outlook, which is much 
relied on at present. The money mar-~ 
kets proper sent encouraging news 
from abroad, and this was a Prime fac- 
tor in the early rise in prices of stocks 
here. There was some selling on 
Saturday, on the apprehension that 
the Imperial Bank of Germany would 
advance its official discount rate to- 
day and the fact that the rate was left 
undisturbed prompted some covering of 
shorts by those sellers. The weekly 
Statement of the German bank dis- 
closed some heavy inroads on re- 
sources, incident to the November set- 
tlements, and the private discount rate 
in Berlin rose a fraction. The Bank of 
England secured all of the $3,500,000 
South’ African- gold arriving in the 
London market without competition, 
and at a further recession in the price, 
which wipes, in effect, the recent pre- 
mium over the obligatory price to be 
paid by the bank which has prevailed 
while other centers were cormbeeting 
for London’s gold supply. This was 
looked upon as gratifying evidence of 


cuperation in the Bank of England, 
which was insisted upon by the board 
of governors. The effect was helpful 
to the New York stock market. not- 
withstanding the absence of direct 
operationg in the local stock market 
on behalf of London. There was a 
striking diversion of speculative ef- 
fort to low-priced industrial stocks 
and specialties, while the more promi- 
nent trading stocks were neglected. 
The minor members of the steel group, 
especially the railroad equipment 
stocks, were conspicuous. The influ- 
ences of new orders for equipment 
from the railroads wag partly respon- 
sible for this movement, which was 
based also on the smaller proportion 
of the advance hitherto made in this 
stock compared with the Premier 
Steel stock. Something was made of 
the reports of large sales of copper 
metal within the last few days, but the 
copper industrials did not hold: well 
and sagged with the receipt of copper 
qyuolations from London showing a de- 
cline in prices. The speculation look- 
ed somewhat askance at the terms an- 
nounced for the new Pennsylvania 
stock issue, which was at a lower 
price than had been anticipated. As 
between the increased value of the 
subscription rights to the indivMiual 
stockholders and the low credit for the 
corporation involved in the issue at par 
of a stock selling in the market in the 
neighborhood of 148, the appraisement 
of the operation was somewhat con- 
fused. The resort to a stock issue at 
all, in place.of a bond issue, is testi- 
mony to the faulty rnvestment  de- 
mand for fixed interest-bearing securi- 
ties, which has been remarked in the 
bond market throughout’ the later 
stages of the active speculative demand 
for stocks. The 6 per cent dividend 
rate now existing on Pennsylvania 
railroad stock and left unchanged by 
the day’s declaration reports, if main- 
tained in a high rate to pay for new 
capital. The proceeds are to provide 
for thes payment of $60,000,000 of col- 
lateral notes which bore 5 per cent and 
of $20,000,000 of 6 per cent bonds fall- 
ing due next year. The. stock market 
tone became somewhat drooping after 
the news of the Pennsylvania directors 


action.
